Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Formalities of the application were discussed. Applicant's 
submission of a revised oath/declaration and amendment to the specification appear to overcome these formal issues. 
Examiner Royds stated that the revised listing of claims deleted the entire text of duplicate claim 3, which is improper 
according to 37 CFR 1.121, which states that all claims presented must be maintained throughout each amendment 
with the appropriate status identifier. Applicant was advised to submit a supplemental listing of the claims. Examiner 
Low noted that the Office Action states the restriction requirement was made without traverse, but it is noted in 
Applicant's response that the election was made with traverse. Examiner Low advised Applicant that his traversal will 
be considered in light of the amended claims and it will be properly indicated in the Office's response whether the 
traversal was found persuasive. Prior art rejections of the claims were discussed primarily in terms of the application of 
the primary reference to Kazdan. Applicant asserts patentable distinction over Kazdan because the presently claimed 
invention is not directed to teeth brushing, but treatment of bad breath and gingivitis and further asserted distinction 
over Kazdan because the presently claimed invention has a distinct mechanism of action that is not contemplated by 
the reference. Examiner Woodward advised Applicant that the present claims are drawn to a composition of matter 
and, thus, recitations of intended use or mechanism of action do not carry any patentable weight. Applicant was 
advised to carefully consider the claim language to determine whether it accurately reflects the presently claimed 
invention. Applicant emphasized that Kazdan contains pumice and polysaccharides, which is distinctly different than 
the topical oral medication claimed. Examiner Woodward advised Applicant that he may wish to consider amending 
the claims to recite "consisting essentially of instead of "comprising" in order to obviate the rejection over Kazdan. 
Applicant stated that he would consider such an amendment to the claims and would submit a supplemental amended 
listing of claims. Examiner Low advised Applicant to reconsider the addition of the phrase "other than tooth brushing" 
in amended claim 1 and also stated that the rejection under 35 (JSC 112, second paragraph, of the term "about" would 
be revisited and may potentially be withdrawn. Examiners Low and Woodward stated that they would be amenable to 
discussing the application again after consideration of the new amendments to the claims. 
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
